"If thorn la any trutli whatever In 
the. communication of the dead with the 
living," he Raid the other day to a re- 
porter, "the aplrltimllats have yet to 
Kl\'o 11 nltiKle proof of It. In nine yeara 
I think 1 have Been everything they 
hnvo to Bhow. Murh woa palpahlo 
fraud: even in the moat myaterlous 
there waa nothlnR that could not be 
explained as duo to natural means." 

Dr. Lewis waa naked to explain the 
mystery of the broad daylight sianccs 
which are In vogue Just now. 

"I have never heard a message given 
that I could not trace to either keen 
observation or clever guesawork." Dr. 
Lewis said. "Lot us take a typical 
meeting, 

"The medium takes up an article —

"All the time tho medium Is talking 
she la scanning tho faces of tho people 
before her. This is why she minutely 
describes the ring— to give her time In 
which to observe the audience. Inva- 
riably tho owner of tho ring betrays 
her Identity. 

"It may bo that one woman will 
nudge another or that tho owner will 
smile or become remarkably Interested 
or grow nervous. Whatever It may be, 
the qulc*, practiced eye of the medium 
detects it. 

"She then slowly descends from the 
rostrum, saying that the spirit is lead- 
ing her to the ono for whom Its mes- 
sage is Intended. She pauses before 
each row of people as though waiting 
for spirit guidance, but all the while 
acanning the faces before her through 
half closed eyes. At last, extending it 
to the right person. Bhe says softly: 

" 'Yes, you. This beautiful spirit tells 
me that you are the ono for whom Its 
message is Intended.' 

Work* Dramatic 8lda 

"That Is tho dramatic side of the 
work. To go right to the person and 
say, 'This article Is yours,' wouldn't 
produce the sad, tearful condition al- 
ways desired by the medium. A woman 
thus wrought up and susceptible to all 
ports of emotions is the one for whom 
the most wonderful messages can be 
obtained. 

"We will suppose that a man is sit- 
ting next to the woman who bought 
the ring. Well, every medium knows 
that a man Beldom goes alone to a 
seance, and In nine cases out of ten 
the woman Is hiB wife.

"This wnrfl Is pmnmmwil tott aoftty 
and sweetly, mm the medium haa not 
enmmtttod hor«olf |f the woman does 
not brenk down and begin to weep she 
knows that the spirit seema to be that 
of a mother who wanta to give a mes- 
sage to her child, or mentions ona 
pn»«lhlo oxplanatlnn after another un- 
til the woman assents to one of the 
experimental series. 

"In nine eases out of ten, however, 
the woman begins to weep nnd the 
medium snya softly, 'And now I hear 
her any "father." ' Here the man 
hfeaks down, and the medium proceeds 
solemnly: 

" 'It Is your child who stands hefnra 
you now. This spirit wants mo to say 
that II Is nice of yon lo come today. 
It sccmis lo me thsl this spirit has not 
passed out long ego?' she asks sud- 
denly of the mother. 

"Probably the mother will answer, 
'Why, no; ahe paaaed out two months 
ago.' 

Information Meana Much 

"That is apparently an Innocent hit 
of Information, which the medium 
might have deduced from tho woman's 
mourning, hut the medium by asking 
the question has learned the sex of 
Ihe child, which she did not know, 
flhe goes on :

trum tells much of the ono who owned 
|t. A ring may give tho sex and a 
good Idea of the nge of the one who 
wore It. Not every locket which opens 
contains a photograph or a lock of 
hair, but, an a celebrated medium once 
explained to me, a locket which opens 
and Is brought to a seanco Is almost 
suro to do so, because It Is a relic of 
ono who Is dead. Therefore, when a 
medium picks up such a locket from 
the rostrum she always sees, though 
without committing herself definitely, 
a photograph which Is connected with 
it. 

"It must ho taken Into consideration 
that tho same people attend seances 
week after week, and the medium gets 
to know them, though thev think they 
give her no Information about them- 
selves. 

"For Instance, a man who is a teach- 
er in one of the public schools here 
began to Investigate spiritualism about 
two years ugo. Ho attended seances 
during tho winter and spring. He 
thought he was very careful not to 
reveal anything about his family or 
life, but in the course of delivering 
messages the medium had learned his 
profession and that he lived In the 
Bronx. 

"Well, after being away for the sum- 
mer the teacher camo back to town 
the Thursday before tho Monday on 
which school opened, and attended the 
seance on Sunday evening. At the 
door ono of the medium's assistants 
welcomed him. as Is tho custom, and 
remarked that lie had grown to be 
quite a stranger. 

" 'Yes,' replied the teacher; 'I only 
got back on Thursday. Been oft on 
my vacation.* 

"Whon the medium arrived she greet- 
ed the company, and proceeded to 
hand out bits of Information before 
beginning the regular work of the 
evening. 

" 'You wore downtown yesterday,' 
Bhe remarked to the teacher. 

"Of course she had loarned from her 
assistant that he had returned from 
hta vacation on Thursday, and nat- 
urally concluded that a teacher com- 
ing home after a season's absence 
would have errands to take him down- 
town between that day and the open- 
ing of school."
